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REMARKS 

In this Preliminary Amendment, claims 1-24 have been deleted, and claims 
25-45 have been added. Claim 25 is a combination of claims 1 and 2. Claim 26 is 
taken from claim 1. Claim 32 is taken from claim 3. Claims 33, 36, 37, 38, 39, 41, 
42, 43, 44, and 45 correspond to claims 4, 8, 9, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, and 23 
respectively. Claim 40 corresponds to the unnumbered claim starting at page 59, 
line 4. Claim 27 finds support in the specification, as filed, at page 31 , line 29 - page 
32, line 2. Claims 28 and 29 find support in the specification, as filed, at page 32, 
lines 2-4. Claim 31 finds support in the specification at page 34, lines 17-27. Claims 
34 and 35 find support in the specification at page 49, lines 5-8. Claim 46 finds 
support in the specification at page 44, line 22 - page 45, line 2. No new matter was 
added. 

The paragraph beginning at page 22, line 19, was edited to correct a 
grammatical mistake. 

The paragraph beginning at page 27, line 26, was edited to change "at least 
10 nucleotides" to "at least 20 nucleotides." Support for this change can be found at 
page 43, lines 25-30 and in original claim 1. 

The paragraphs added at page 56, line 11, are those deleted beginning at 
page 42, line 13 and ending at page 43, line 15. These paragraphs have been 
relabeled as examples, and the verb tense of the paragraphs has been changed to 
reflect more accurately their status as "prophetic" examples. MPEP § 608.01 (p)(ll). 
Applicant, acting pro se, inadvertently filed these examples using a verb tense giving 
the impression that these examples were actually performed. Applicant had no 
intention of misleading the Patent Office as to the status of these examples and, as 
such, has herein changed the tense to reflect their actual status as prophetic 
examples. Applicant believes that no new matter has been introduced by making 
such changes, as the substance of the examples has not changed outside of verb 
tense and minor grammatical corrections.
